Approval was given to the orig­ 
inal plans presented by the county 
commissioners as amended fol­ 
lowing a hearing on the matter 
al which several changes were 
suggested. 
The court held that it believes 
the proposed changes will “bene­ 
fit and promote increased effi­ 
ciency and long range planning 
as to courthouse business and 
will promote the convenience of 
the court house employees and 
the memliers of the public.” 


M IN O R CHANGES 
Principal change will be enlarge­ 
ment of the register and record­ 
er's office to include the present 
Child Welfare services and chief 
assessor’s offices, As a result, 
the register and recorder’s office 
will jccupy the entire south side 
of the first floor of the original 
court house built in 1858. 
Original plans had called for 
construction of an archway to tie 
the present register and record­ 
er's office into the present asses­ 
sor's office, so it might be used 
as part of the recorder’s office. 
The plan was amended to sub­ 
stitute a doorway for the proposed 
archway.

--Space technicians, racing a new 
deadline, worked today to assure 
astronaut John H. Glenn Jr. a 
foolproof oxygen supply when he 
vaults into orbit. 
.As they replaced two key parts 
in the oxygen system, an appar­ 
ently unruffled Glenn paced his 
own preparations for bis rocket 
ride atx>ut the earth now planned, 
hopefully, for Saturday. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said 
late 
Monday the fourth postponement 
of this first orbital flight by an 
American was caused by trouble 
in the all-important oxygen sys­ 
tem in the 4.000-pound spacecraft. 
The technicians, working on the 
capsule atop a mighty silver Atlas 
rocket, 
were

hose and a new device which reg­ 
ulates the oxygen flow- into the 
astronaut’s helmet.

Study Spy Films Taken From 


Bulgarian Jet After Crashing 


By B E N N E T M . BOLTON 
ROME <AP) — NATO expects 
today were completing develop­ 
ment and study of films ftxmi the 
Bulgarian jet that crashed near 
a .secret NATO base in southern 
Italy Tile pictures were expected 
to prove that the young pilot was 
on a spy mission. 
The Italian Defense Ministry in 
a communique Monday said a 
“final judgment on the nature of 
the episode” could not lie given 
yet. But it said there were “indi­ 
cations of a true and proper case 
of aerial espionage” which needed 
only to be 
“further substanti­ 
ated.” 
One high Italian government of 
fie tai went farther. 
ON SPY M ISSIO N 
“We can say now that the mis­ 
sion of the Bulgarian aircraft was 
unfriendly,” he said. “We expect 
to state flatly in the next few* 
days that the plane was flying a 
spy mission.” 
A Defense Ministry source pre 
dieted that the Bulgarian pilot, Lt 


Miluso Solakov, 22. would be put 
on trial by the Italians for es­ 
pionage, as American U2 pilot 
Francis Gary Powers was by the 
Russians. 
If convicted of espionage, Sola­ 
kov could get 5 to 15 years in 
prison. The Russians sentenced 
Powers to IO years. 
Solakov was held under guard 
at the civil hospital at Acqua- 
viva. Italian intelligence officers 
planned to start quest icing him 
after he is transferred to a mili­ 
tary hospital rn Bari. Doctors said 
he was recovering from fractures 
of the left collar bone and left 
arm and a head concussion, but 
the fractures were complex and 
ii would be awhile before he could 
be transferred.

nique said Solakov, after he was 
pulled from the wreckage of his 
jet Saturday, “said that he es­ 
caped from Bulgaria in order to
